THE SAENGERFEST CLOSES. 


A Grand Picnic Ends the Festivities of the 
Musical Association in Milwaukee — St. 
Louls Secures the Next Fest. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 25.—([Special.}]-—-The 
twenty-fourth festival of the North American 
Singerbund was brought to a giorious end 
tonight amid a shower of the most beautiful 
rockets and the blaze of pyrotechnic devives, 
this display forming tne closing part of a pic- 
nie program carried out at National Park, 
where all of the Singerfest visitors were con- 
gregated today. At 10 o'clock this forenoon 
representatives of all the singing societies in 
the city (eighty-seven) congregated in the 
vicinity of the exposition. An hour later, 
headed by Nevans’ Military Band of 
Chicago, and under the escort of a de- 
tachment of the Lighthorse Squadron, 
these societies, several bundred members on 
foot and the others in carriages, took up the 
Une of march to National Park. Heautiful 
banners, flags, and society streamers waved a 
graceful response to the refreshing breeze 
which prevaiied, and the scores of brass bands 
accompanying the different societies kept 
a constant playing of National airs, attract 
thousands of people to the scene. 
was afternoon before the paraders had 
all passed inside the park inciosure, 
and there came pourmg in after them a 
crowd such as never before congregated in the 
City of Milwaukee. By 8 o'clock almost the 
entire woodland of the grounds was almost a 
solid mass of humanity, no less than 60,000 
people having passed in at the park gateways. 
Everybody proceeded to make merry himself. 
and assist his neighbor to do the same. 

Every one of the large brewing establish- 
ments of the city had provided one or more 
elezantiy decorated pavilions from which to 
dispense their product, and, in addition to 
these, load after lwad of beer in kegs 
was brought in for the exciusive use 
of singing societies and private parties. 
Much amusement was created by the per- 
formances of Chicago's kazoo band composed 
of alarge number of the Orpheus Mäunerchor's 
members, who were on a constant march dur- | 
ing the greater part of the afternoon. Fora 
part of the evering’s entertainment, the 
display of fireworks, a great number of large 
and costly set pieces, manufactured expressiy 
for the event, had been provided. Unfortu- 
nately a threatened storm, late in the after- 
noon, caused these pieces to be taken down, 
and sufficient time was not bad to again get 
them into place for use tonight. 

The scene about the depots and boat-landings 
at a late hour tonight is one never to be for- 
gotten. Every railway line entering the city 
brought in from one to a dozen excursion- 
trains this forenoon, no less than 6,000 people 
coming from Chicago aione. These excursion- 
ists are crowded about the depots seeking the 
rigbt train to carry them to their respective 
hemes, each wearied almost to exbaus- 
tion from his exertions of the day, 
but nevertheless talkative and good-naturea. 
A meeting of delegates from each of the 
eighty-three societies participating in the 
Singerfest was held at the West Side Turn 
Hall this forenoon and the question of locat- 
ing the next Sängerfest considered. Upon 
being put to vote it was tound that St. Louis 
was the unanimous choice. It is likely that a 
date in September, 1888, will be selected for 
the event, that cooler weather than that of the 
present season may be had. 

Nearly all the visiting singers and their 
friends will depart from the city tomorrow. 
They are profuse in their expressions of erate- 
fulness at the bearty and hospitable mauner in 
which they have been receivea and entertained, 
each declaring that he has never before en- 
countered such wholesale cordiality and gen- 
erosity. 

It is thought that the expenses of the great 
festival will not be much in excess of $60,0v0, 
and that the receipts will foot up nearly if not 
quite that amount, so that subscribers to the 
$200,000 guarantee fund will be called upon for 
only a very small percentage of their subscrip- 
uvons.

| LABRADOR AND NEWFOUNDLAND SUF- 


FERING TERRIBLE DESTITUTION. 


The Fishermen and Natives Along the Coast 
Dying from Cold and Hanger—The 
Rigors.of Winter Still Continue—Pro- 
visions Are Exhausted—In Some Districts 
Half the Population Has Been Swept 
Away—After Repeated Appeals Canadi- 

. ms Are Moving Tardily to Their Aid. 
Sr. Jouns, N. F., July 25.—[Special Cable to 

The Tribuae.|—The Canadian Government at 

last for charity sake will act on the appeal of 

the starving fishermen along the northern 

Newfoundland and Labrador coasts. Nothmg 

in the way of provisions, clothing, or money 


will be sent them, but a steamer to leave Oue- 


bec at an early day will be placed at the dis- 
posal of those individuals in the Domiuion 
who wish to make donations to relieve the 
terrible destitution now prevailing in that 
country. In Quebec alone over $1,000 worth of 
provisions bave been subscribed so far and it 
is thought that Ontario will do as much or more 


when asked. The Newfoundland Government 


is nof in position to give the immediate aid 
which the necessity of the case demands. The 
sorrows of these starving, iil-clad fishermen 
along the northern extremity of this province 


have been known for over a montn past, but. 


yet nothing has been done to relieve their dis- 
tress. Deputauon after deputation has applied 
for aid, but have only excited an apathetic 
sympathy that bas resulted in nothbimg. An 
indian guide and Government interpreter who 
bas just returned from Cape Chidley, the ex- 
treme northwestern point of Labrador, by 
sledge, gives a heartrending account of the ter- 
ridle destitution and suffering which the Esqui- 
maux and Indian families are suffering aiong 
the Labrador coast. 

He says in Cape Chidley there is but a smal! 
population—not more than 250 souis—distrib- 
uted over an ares of several miles. Here the 
winter supply of food gave out early in March. 
The seal catch was very emali—bardly more 
than enough to afford sxins, food, and aid to 
keep soul and body together. As the season 
wore on the seal failed to come near enough 
to sbore to be caught. The cold was terrific 
and many, especially the oider people, died 
from the extreme weather and lack of food. 
The guide left there June 12 when the 
thermometer registered 18° below zero, 
although it had falien lower earlier 
in the month. The ice for several bun- 
dred miles was believed to be solid 
to a depth of from ten to thirty feet, and in 
many piaces was piled mountains high. At 
least eighty people have perished since March 
1. Comimg east to Cape Mugford, in the rude 
shanties along the coast only four persons were 
found alive, and these accompanied the guide 
to Cape Mugford. 

The bodies of eighteen persons frozen stiff 
were discovered. The clothes had been taken 
from. them evidently for the purpose of keep- 
ing warm the survivors who in turn had died 
out fishing or after seal. Several bodies were 
found along the coast in fishing stations. 
Twenty-four persons, including six women and 
three small children, are. known to have died 
here. In Cape Mugford June 29 there were but 
about twenty barrels of wheat and forty barreis 
of corn flour. The potatoes have been gone 
since early in May. There were less than 100 


age a of fish and no clothing in store at all. 


residents of the district. about 300 per- 
sons, were worn and pinched from famine and 
cold. Only twelve deaths had occurred in the 
Cape proper, but in the district just outlying 
at least one-half had succumbed to tbe grim 
destroyer. re was then nosign of the ice 
breakmg up. and the natives had 
nothing to exchange for food or provisions. 
An attack was made by about seventy-five 
Esquimaux from Astoria, six miles from the 
cape, on the stores in Mugford. The men were 
rendered desperate by bunger and the suffer- 
img of their wives. After making a demand 
for food which could not be given them, owing 
to the needs of the people there and the small 
supply, a rush was made for the barbor store- 
house, where the flour and fish were kept. 
The men of the small settlement gathered to 
defend their only hope of existence, and 
a desperate fight ensued in which four 
of the marauding Esquimaux were nearly 
killed and two of the store defenders were 
seriously injured. Ihe Indians, finding they 
could not obtain food by force, retreated and 
sent in several of their number to ask for a 
small quantity of food, which they said was 
absolutely necessary to the continued existence 
of their wives and children. Two hundred 


pounds of four and fifty pounds of frozen cod | 


were given them. 

It was reported that m Astoria alone out of 
from thirty-five to fifty families, or a total of 
200 people, over 100 had died, nearly aii 
women and children. In Nain tae catch of 
fish has not been afford 
food to the inhabitants. The sea 
gon, which opened the lst of 
May, was very backward, and had it not been 
for the seal industry,which was tolerably good, 
not a soul would now be living. Along Hamil- 
ton Inlet and Sandwich Bay there is not so 
much suffering, although many bave died. In 
Webeck and Indian Harbors, fish is the only 
food besides a small quantity of corn-meal. 
They have had no vegetables since March, and 
the people are almost without clothing to 
cover their nakedness. At Hopedale not over 
twenty-five families remain out of the entire 
former population. Many have gone east 
along the coast in the bope of gettme into a 
better-supplied settlement, while eighty per- 
sons, of whom forty were squaws and tbirty- 
five children, died from starvation in the 
month of Jure alone. 

There were some deaths in April and May, 
but these were principa.ly from exposure to 
the bitter cold. The Okkak Indians are suffer- 
ing greatly, but there were not as many deaths 
there as was first reported, only twelve having 
died this spring out of the 125 who compose 
the tribe. The whoie settlements are, how- 
ever, on the verge of etarvation. The places 
spoken of do not include the wbole district 
where there are to be found destitution and 
death. In the country lying back from Okkak, 
Hopedale, Nain; and Cape Mugford there are 
not only small settiements without name, but 
a large number of families, most of whom are 


sufficient to 


Indians or Esquimaux, and among these the 


suffering is really greater than in the more 
thickly- populated settlements. The deeths 
here from starvation cannot be estimated, but 
itis thought, judging from the reports now 
and then brought in, that they are very 
heavy. 

in Newfoundland, along the north, there is 
great destitution from Cape Bauld to Heart's 
Content, and hundreds are in a dym con- 
dition. In White Bay alone forty-two persons 
died during last month and no one knows how 
many since. Not less thar 1,500 persons must 
have perished, but the exact figures can never 
be known, owing to the isolated region in 
which the suffering exists.

HE SNATCHED HER SATCHEL. 


Whe Cool Robbery of a Woman by a Negro 
Thief—He Grabs Her Handbag on a Pub- 
lic Street—The Hichwayman Secures $450 
in Cash and $6,000 Worth of Diamonds. 
A highway robbery wascommitted last night 

which for coolness and boldness bas been un- 

equaled of late. In the leut of the amount 
of plunder secured it was also a most success- 
fulone. Mr. J. N. Ackerman and. wife of 

Columbus, O., bave been for some time past 

guests at the Leland Hotel, at the corner of 

Jackson street ana Michigan avenue. Mr. 

Ackerman is interested in the races at Washing - 

ton Park, having some horses on the grounds. 

About 8:30 Oo last night Mr. and Mrs. Ack- 

erman, accompanied by Mrs. Cy Jaynes, who 

resides in the building adjoining the Leland on 
the south, were returum from a restaurant to 
the hotel. Mr. Ackerman was in front, and 
the two iadies were leisurely walking about 
ten feet behind him. As they were passing the 

First Regiment armory on Jackson street, and 

bad approached the alleyway which runs be- 

tween that building and the rear of the hotel, 

Mrs. Jay nes suddenly felt herself seized from 

behind and roughly pushed aside, and the next 

instant a burly negro passed between der and 

Mrs. Ackerman, and, snatching a small satchel 

from the hand of the latter, rushed down the 

alley and through it to Van Buren street, 
where ail traces of him were lost in the dark- 
ness. 

In pushing Mrs. Jaynes aside the robber 
struck ber a blow on the side which nearly 
felied ber. Fora moment after the satchel 
was snatcbed from her hand Mrs. Ackerman 
was too astonished to speak, and when sbe had 
collected herself suffici to scream the thief 
was some distance down the alleyway and Mr. 
Ackerman started in pursuit, but his efforts to 
catch the robber proved Unavailing. 

Col. Williamson, who was standing in front 
of the hotel and near the alley, said the negro 
passed so close to bim that be could have 
knocked him down with his cane had he known 
what be had done, or if Mrs. Ackerman had 
given warning a moment earlier, A hackman 
near by also saw the megro push his way 
between the ladies, but did not suspect what be 
meant. Mrs. Jaynes says that ber first thought 
after being seized was that a huge dog bad 
leaped upon her to bite Ber and she also was 
momentarily terrified into speechlesness. 

The satchel thus taken Mrs. Ackerman 
was very valuable in its contents, and doubt- 
less the thief was well aware ofit. It con- 
tained over $450 in money, a gold watch and 
chain, several articles of jewelry. and $6,000 
worth of diamonds. The police were promptly 
informed of the robbery, but bad not captured 
the. rascal last nigot. The hack-driver 
and one or two others saw the thief distinctly 
and have been able to give a pretty accurate 
description of him, and so it is thought that 
his capture will not de long delayed. It is be- 
lieved the robber had confederates, as it is said 
two men were seen crouching in the alley 
shortly before the act was committed. As he 
snatched the satchel Mra, Jaynes understood 
him to say, I've got your boodle now.” 


HUNTING FOR THE DEAD. 


A Motley Crowd of 1,500 Searching for 
Lockwood, the Murderer, Find Him Stiff 
and Cold Hanging to 4 Tree. 

New Haven, Conn., July 25.—All last night 
crowds of men and boys slept in the woods or 
scoured around in the thick underbrush and 
high trees that surround the open field near 
Farmer Randall's house in the Town of Mor- 
ris looking for the murderer Lockwood. Fifty 
men came from Piume & Atwood’s shop in 
Thomaston yesterday and 100 more came over, 
with crowds of men from Watertown, 
Tarrytown, and Betheltous, making a motley 
army of 1,500 men, armed with guns, pistols, 
swords, and, in fact, every conceivable variety 
of weapon. They ro t their~food with 
them and the farmer’s was turned into 
a storehouse. This morning the crowd started 
through the pateh of woods that has been 
vainly searched for the last thre: days to find 
Lockwood. The boys were in the men's way, 
so they were sent back, but in skirmishing 
around on the side of where the largest num- 
ber of searchers were three of them suddenly 
came upon Lockwood. He hung from 
a rotten limb of a small chestnut- 
tree, strung up by a rope which 
had been stolen from Jobnston's barn with a 


pailful of food the day before. As soon as | 


the boys saw him they set up a shout, and as if 
by magic and of one common accord tne whole 
1.500 men converged to the place where the 
murderer hung. It looked like a vast army of 
battle-stained veterans marching over the 
hills. The body was cut down and was carried 
out into a bie field. There it lay while man 
after man came up to look at the murderer's 
stiffened form and rigid features. The crowd 
had a more subdued air than would be ex- 
pected. 

The body was bareheaded and was dressed 
in blue overalls, rubber boots, and a work- 
man’s jumper of a dull gray color. When the 
1,500 spectators bad satiated themselves with 
gazing at the body it was carried 
mio a barn, and the rope, which was 
tied in a knot under the lett ear, was 
seized upon by rehc bunters, but the presence 
of the Coroner restrained many of them. 
Lockwood's reason for remaining in the neigh- 
borhood was probably that he was morbidly 
attached to his victim ana could not bear to 
leave the place where her body lay. If Lock- 
wood had not been found today a regular old- 
time slave hunt style of chase wouid have been 
instituted tomorrow. The question whether 
Lockwood took his own life or whether he was 
saved the trouble of ty tng the knot is mooted. 
It is now notorious that the people who were 
looking for bim dia not intend to spare him, 
ana would have quickly ended his life,

Edward Cook’s Melancholy Death—His Let- 
ter to the Girl He Loved and the Answer 
She Wrote Him When Too Late. 

Shortly alter the remains of Albert Edward 
Cook, the railroad-man from Bloomington, III., 
who was found deadin his room at No. 185 
South Green street last Saturday, had been re- 
moved to the morgue Mrs. Fiernan, the land- 
lady, found a note Cook left which showed be 
committed suicide. The epistie was found 
among some of his effects on the dressing-

| MELLEN WITHOUT A HOME 


THE BALTIMORE HOTELKEEPER FLEES 
FROM MEXICO TO CANADA. 


- A Sult Brought Against Him in Baltimore 


Term of Years in the Massachusetts 
Penitentiary. 

Bartmors, Md., July 25.—[Speciai.|—A 
writ of attachment has just been issued from 
the Court of Common Pleas against Adrian L. 
Mellen. The suit is brought by Jules A. Ran- 
dle at Mexico. Ihis proceeding revives one of 
the most thoroughly unique and sensational 
casés in the history of crime. Mellen was the 
proprietor of the St. James, the most fasbion- 
able hotel in this cily. He had a younger son, 
who, greatly against bis parents’ wishes, mar- 
ried one of the servant-girls. The Mellens 
stood well socially and this alliance was looxed 
upon by them as the greatest of misfortunes. 
Apparently, however, everything progressed 
smoothly until October, 1885. Then 
rumors reached Baltimore from Boston 
that Mellen was engaged in a con- 
spiracy which had for its purpose the removal 
of hig son’s wife. At first these rumors were 
not credited, as Mellen’s standing in this com- 
munity was too secure. The suspicions, bow- 
ever, increased 60 rapidly that there seemed to 
be foundation for the charges. This was 
further and conclusively shown by the arrest 
ot one of the conspirators and Mellen’s escape 
from this country to Mexico. The details of 
this case are truly remarkable. Melien held a 
mortgage on property owned by Mra. M R. 
Coolidge, the wife of a Boston policeman. To 
her Melleo intrusted the planning and 
execution of the crime. His letters to her 
were thirty-three in number, and in these 
he laid particular stress upon the fact that he 
wanted some one to do the job who would be 
sure to make clean work of it. His first idea 
was to get a divorce for his son, but afterwards 
it was decided that she should be killed. Mrs. 
Coolidge the 9th of October last year called on 
a fellow named Cobb, the proprietor of one of 
the lowest resorts for thieves in Boston. She 
saw him privately and told him that she wished 
to get some one to play “ crank’ and knock 
out the woman, and that she was willing to pay 
$1,000 or $1,500 for havimg it done. The sub- 
stance of ber story was that a young Irish 
girl who had been employed as a domestic in 
the family of Adrian L. Mellen had succeeded 
in ensnaring the affections of Edward Melien, 
his son, and that he had married her, much 
to the dissatisfaction of his parents. Sne 
stated further that soung Mellen really loved 
his wife, but as he would not agree to a sepa- 
ration it was desired that she should be re- 
moved. Her mission, she said, was to employ 
Cobb either to kill this woman himself or to 
get some one to do it for bim. Cobb thought 
that be was to be made the victim of 4 put-up 
job. He, however, ostensibiy agreed to do 
what she wished. An engagement was made 
for the next day. It was promptly kept. 
Cobb introduced James Donabue, alias John 
Bull, who agreed to do the work. After Mrs. 
Coolidge went away Donahue and Cobb bad a 
conference and decided to make the case 
known at police headquarters. They did so. 
The greatest secrecy was maintained and a 
trap laid for the conspirators. 

Mellen went to Boston ana had an interview 
with Mrs. Uoolidge, who then proceeded to 
make final arrangements for the accomplish- 
ment of the murder. She gave Donahue $50 
and told bim that he would find at the Revere 
House a package containing ten $100 bills. 
He was followed there, according to arrange- 
ments, by two police inspectors, and was there 
seen to open the package, count the money. 
and seal it again. The followmg Monday night 
Donabue eame to Baltimore, accompanied by 
two police inspectors, and here he saw the man 
who wanted the crime committed and the 
woman whom it was desired to have put out of 
the way. The following Friday Donahue re- 
turned to Boston and had an interview with 
Mrs. Coolidge, arranging to return to Balti- 
more at once for the purpose of consummating 
the crime. After another interview the next 
day, Mrs Coolidge went to the telegraph office 
and wrote the following message: 

Or. 1885.—-7o Adrian TL. Mellen, St. James 
Hotel, Baltimore, Md.; Rooms rented opposit to 
the house. Work to be done Monday sure. Send 
party away without fail as before. Send me 
word when to have money paid. We want those 
papers they have. J. E. C. 

Police Inspector Houghton played receiver. 
While Mrs. Coolidge was sending the dispatch, 
Chief Inspector Hanscom stood by her side and 
aiso wrote a message, which he handed to 
Houghton. That gentleman pretended that he 
could not read a part of it, and made pretense 
of banding it back to him, but instead of do- 
ing so handed Lim the woman's dis- 
patch. The result was the arrest of 
Mrs. Coolidge. Sbe completely broke down 
and told the whole story. She stated that she 
had twice personally tried to poison the young 
wife, and had very near succeeded in killmg 
ber both times. Sbe afterwards said, though, 
that she did not try to kill ber, but that her 
intention was to get possession of the money. 
Her first statement, however, is considered by 
the authorities to be the correct one. The 
result of Mrs. Coolidge’s connection with this 
case is a three years’ sentence, which she is 
now serving in a Boston prison. 

Of course, after her arrest, the chief object 
of the officers was the arrest of Mellen. The 
inspectors came to Baltimore at once; extra- 
dition papers were immediately prepared and 
signed, and the Baltimore police were put 
upon the track, but Mellen, seeing the storm 
that was brewing, quietiy slipped away and 
took up his residence in Mexico. While there 
he met Randle, who brought the suit men- 
tioned in tne first part of this dispatch. He 
went into business with him, and for some in- 
nocent mistake he made, owmg to the ignor- 
ance of the Spanish language, Randle threat- 
ened to denounce bim unless Mellen would 
give him $1,500. Mellen gave him a draft for 
this amount. It was on this draft that the 
suit was brought. Young Mellen, the hus- 
band of the girl whom it was desired to put 
out of the way, appeared on the witness-stand. 
He was sharply cross-questioned, and from 
him the information was brought out that his 
father bad left Mexico and gone by sea to Can- 
ada, not caring to risk himself on any part of 
this country. When asked, “Why he did not 
come to Baltimore?“ young Mellen answered, 
“Because be is under indictment. Three or 
four scoundrels in Boston had him indicted. 
Before be went away be was fearful that he 
would be arrested and was anxious.” 

The hotel on which Mellen has a ten-year 
lease is managed by his son. His wife, the 
former domestic, is living with him. It is not. 
at ail probable that the elder Meilen will return. 
to the United States. The family is well to do, 
and be can afford to live comfortabiy in his 


Canadian home.

CONNELL’S STORY DENIED. 


Another Member of the Greely Expedition 
Refutes the Sergeant’s Tale. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 25.—The statements 
of Maurice Connell, a member of the Greely 
expedition, sent out from San Francisco, were 
today shown to Julius R. Fredericks, a member 
of the expedition, who is now enguged in bus! 
ness in this city. The statements of Connell. 
were to the effect that it was doubtful if the 
American flag was really placed further 
north than the English flag; that Greely 
bimself was suspected of stealing the 
food; that Henry and Dr Pavy 
were falsely accused of doing se, and that 
Greely caused Henry to be shot for an offense 
which be condoned in others. Sergt. Freder- 
ks said with some warmth: “These state- 
ments are almost entirely false. i myself saw 
Henry stealing food on three different occa- 


sions, and the party demar ed bis life on three, 


different occasions before dreely would allow 
it to be taken. Henry was a prisoner during 
thé greater part of the winter be 
cause of bis thefts and the guard 
was taken away from him only when 
so many men bad died that it was impossible 
to guard bim longer. Iam satisfied that Dr. 
Pavy stole some of the food, and Whistler 
acknowledged tnat he had done so. Some of 
the men 8 that Greely had also stolen 
food, but nobody had any direct evidence that 
such was the case. Whistler was reprimanded 
for his theft and warned against its repetition. 
There is some truth in the statement that 
Greely condoned the theft of food by others, 
as be condoved Henry's offense. As to the 
statement wat there is a dount of the party 
baving reached the farthest point north, it is 
faise. Iwas oneof the seven who reached

Brainard went farther. 
the bighest point reaehed by them were re- 
duced by Edward Israel, astronomer of the 
party, and who was educated at Harvard and 
Berlin, and I don’t see bow there could be any 
mistake aboutit.

J. M. Brunswick, Head of the Brunswick- 
Balke-Collender Company. 

John M. Brunswics, the head of the billiard- 
table firm—the Brunswick-Balke-Coliender 
Company—died suddenly yesterday afternoon 
at Cincinnatt of heart-disease. 


[No man ones the last forty 
higher pane in Age at of billiards than has 
Mr. Brunswick. Mr, Brunswick was born Oct. 
16, 1819, in Legnan, Switzerland. He received 
only a limited education, but being of an advén- 
turous spirit determined to emigrate to Ameri- 
ca, and at the age of 16 he embarked for the New 
World with several companions, and land- 

ed at New York n 1886 with a 
small amount of money in his purse. 
He remained in New York six months. He then 
went to Philadelphia and becaméun apprentice 
in a carriage factory, remaining four years in 
this place, mastering the trade of carriage-trim- 
ming. He then went to Harrisburg, Pa., where 
he accepted the position of second oreman in a 
carriage factory. Here he married Miss Louisa 
Griner, who survives him. Mr. Brunswick tried 
farming fora year on his father-in-law’s farm 
near Harrisburg, and then went with his wife to 
Cincinnati, where he obtained employment in the 
carriage factory of Bruce Bros. wo years later 
he entered the employ of Sawyer & Co., but was 
thrown out by their failure. He then became 
second steward fe board an Ohio and Mississippi 
River steamer plying between Cincinnati and 
New Orleans. e Was soon promoted to the 
position of first steward. In this position he 
saved considerable money, but was taken sick 
with lung troubles and spent his earnings in 
doctors’ bills. During his sickness he was sup- 

rted he wife, who did needlework. Mr. 

runswiek then started a boarding-house and 
café, and it was here that he laid the foundation 
of the great firm of which he has been the head 
for so wg prog Itwas in 1846 that he thought 
he would add to the attractions of his place by 
putting in a pigeon-hole table.

‘RUSSIAN AND POLISH JEWS INTER- 
CEPTED IN NEW YORK. 


A Number Sent to Ward’s*Isiand as Pau- 


pers Who Are Possessed of Money and 
Learned in Trades—Several of the Party 
with Friends in IUlinois—Arrival of the 
Japanese-Nobleman Next in Rank to the 
Mikado—Jennie Yeaman’s Divorce. 

New Tonk. July 25.—/|Special]}—Among 
other passengers that landed from the steam- 
ships State of Georgia and Anoboria on their 
arrival here from British ports Wednesday 
last were 200 Russian, Roumanian, and Polish 


‘Jews. The Commisstoners of Emigravon 


looked them over and passed all but about 
sixty, who were sent to Ward's Island as pau- 
pera, with instructions that they be returned 
by the ships that brought them. The facts were 
printed next day in the morning pepers and 
thus came to the eyes of Hebrew citizens, who 
doubted very much whether ail of those emi- 
grants were without trades or a knowledge of 
some bandicraft by which to eara a living. 


Coroner,Ferdinand Levy, President of the Jew- 


ish Immigrants’ Protective Society, was ap- 
peaied to to investigate the cause. Today Mr. 
Levy, Secretary Henry Gersoni, aud ex-Secre- 
tary Judelsohn of the society went to Ward's 
Island. 

There is not a pauper among them,” Coro- 
ner Levy said after ward. They all have 
trades or a knowledge of some kind of skilied 
labor, and with one exception they have all

THE REASON OF IT. 


Why the Surplus Is Kept in the Treasury 
Easily Expiained—It Is by the Iafluence 
of the National Banks. 

Mr. Morrison's resolution, directing that the 
useless surplus in the Treasury be devoteu to 
reducing the interest-bearing debt, is so mani- 
festly reasonable as to need no defense, The 
unpleasant thing about it is that the President 
did not long ago, of bis own accord, direct the 
Secretary of the Treasury to do what the reso- 
lution orders him to do, Any business-man 
who bad money iying idle in the bank, and 
who owed at the same time a debt on which he 
was paying interest, would hasten to apply the 
money to the debt and. stop tLe interest. -Yet 
the United States, with $75,000,000 on hand for 


1 which it has no possible need, goes on paying 


interest on $75,000,000 of bonds which it bas 
the right to redeem at thirty days’ notice! This 
policy is 60 contrary to common sense that 
there must be some secret reason for it. 

What that reason is Mr. Randall indicated in 
his speech on the resolution in the House of 
Representatives: 

“I assert without questioning anybody's 
motives that if these bonds, wbich are due and 
payable at the option of the Government—to- 
wit: about $135,000,000, 5100. 000, 000 of which 
are held by the Government as security for the 
Natéional-bank circuiation—were held by ind: 
vidual capitalists we should not hear any com- 
pluint against the proposition. 

Here is the secret cause of the fight against 
the resolution. It is the influence of the Na- 
tional banks, whose Owners want to continue 
drawing the interest whicn the people are pay- 
ing on the $100,000,000 of bonds deposited as 
security for circulating notes. As the New 
York Times remarked yesterday: 

»The payment of $25,000,000 moré of. the 
debs will bring us to astage where all further 
called bonds of this issue will come exclusively 
from the banks, compeliing them to surrender 
circulation to an amount equal to 90 per cent 
of the bonds calied, or to change the form of 
the security by purchasing for deposit in the 
Treasury bonds of the 4 per cent or 4% per 
cent issue. 

lo order to stave off this loss the partisans 
of the banks are making ail sorts of charges 
against Mr. Morrisun and the supporters of bis 
resolution. They denounce them as repudi- 
ators, silver lunatics, and enemies of the pub- 
lic credit, and for lac of sound arguments 
they repeat old and exploded lies. It is useless 
to reason with such people. The only thing to 
be done is for the Senate to pass the resolution 
and for the President to sign it and put it in 
force. — Det York Sun.

The new Polish Republican Club of tne Sixth 
Ward mot last night at the corner of Paulina 
and Seventeenth streets.

REDUCING THE SURPLUS. 


THE FINANCE COMMITTEE OF 
SENATE TO REPORT TUESDAY. 


The Cardinal Idea of the Morrison Resolu- 
tion to Be Carried Out, but Additional 
Features Are to Be Attached Which 
Will Give the Administration More Lati- 
tude in Meeting Any Contingencies That 
May Arise in the Future—The Privilege 
of Suspensicn. 

Wasnineton, D. C., July 25.—{Special.}— 

There nas been much conferring among Re- 

publican Senators today over the surplus reso- 

lution. In consequence it can de stuted that 
the Finance Committee will make a report 

Tuesday. Senator Coke introduced a resolu- 

tioa Saturday discharging the committee and 

gave notice that ne would cali this up Monday, 
but Senator Sherman will state the intention 
of the committee, and Coke will hardly insist 
on action tomorrow. It seems also clear 
from the conference today that Senator 

Sherman's proposition of 58138, 000. 000 or 

$140,000,000 reserve will have to be 

abandoned, as it cannot be made a 

basis of compromise. The plan, as outlined 

this evening, is as follows: The Republican 

Senators take the view that the business-men 

of the country look upon the Senate as prac- 

tically fixmg the mdnanciai policy of the Gov- 


ernment, and as correcting in a conservative 


way any basty or not fully digested legislation 
of the House. At the same time they recog- 
nize that public sentiment is back of the prin- 
ciple of the Morrison resolution, and that there 
is a widespread popuiar belief that the public 
debt, with entire safety, could be paid off a 
little faster than has been the policy 
of the Cleveland Administration. This sugges- 
tion will not be indorsed by Wall Strect Repub- 
licans, but the majority in the Senate do not 
expect to legislate exclusively for Wall street. 
What they aim at is to conform to the views of 
the mass of the party East and West. Pro- 
ceeding on the idea that the demand for cut- 
ting down the surplus is a reasonable and just 
one, the importance of not limiting too closely 
the discretion of the Administration in finan- 
cial affairs is fully recognized,’ In other 
words, assuming that the Democratic House 
is capable of aay sort of folly with 
ite own Admiuistration, it is not proposed that 
a Republican Senate shall ever be accused of 
hampering a Democratic President and a Dem- 


ocratic Secretary of the Treasury in the grave 
financial responsibilities which belong to the 
offices, 

To make absolutely certain that the reserve 
will never be reduced below $100,000,000, a 
proviso is to be put on the Morrison reso!ution 
to the effect that whenever the bond calls di- 
rected would reduce the amount of the 
reserve below that sum the Secretary 
shall bave discretion about calling 
them in. When the resolution was 
under diseussion an amendment of this 
kind was suggested, but Col. Morrison de- 
clared it unnecessary. In the opinion of the 
Senators, while it may be unnecessary, it can 
do no harm and may do much good. They 
want no doubt left about the sacredness of 
trust funds. A second amendment suggested 
to the House resolution deals directly with the 
complaint that the Treasury Department 
would be left without a working balance, 
would bave absolutely no discretion, etc. In 
addition to the 5100. 000. 000 reserve it is pro- 
posed to give the Secretary of the Treasury 
control of ten or fifteen, or perhaps even twen- 
ty, millions as a fund to meet emergencies, to 
carry on the workings of the department 
smoothly, and not to be hampered by Con- 
gressional restrictions. By doing this it f& 
thought to dealin a practical way wth the 
silver bugaboo and to guard against any evi- 
effects from the National banks securing their 
circulation by depositing greenbacks, as they 
are allowed to do under the law, instead of 
high-priced bonds. At the same time, the dis- 
cretion left to the Secretary of the Treasury 
over this extra ten or fifteen millions 
would not interfere with the policy of cuttmg 
down the surplus by paying off the public 
debt, for there would still be sixty millions of 
bonds to be called in. Under the present Ad- 
ministration, with its somewhat hysterical 
fears of monetary disturbance, it is. not sup- 
posed that any of the discretionary sum would 
be used for this purpose. 

As a final ark of safety for possible floods or 
financial disaster it is proposed to vest the 
President with the power of suspending in 
writing the calling in of the bonds in any ex- 
traordinary crisis that might arise while Con- 
gress was not in session. This privilege 
of suspension would probably extend to 
thirty or sixty days after the opening 
of the next succeeding session. With this 
latent authority in the Chief Executive no sit- 
uation could arise which the Administration 
would not have ample power to meet. It would 
do away with the compiaint that the Adminis- 
tration was bound hand and foot. None of the 
Senators who support the cardinal idea of the 
Morrison resolution conceive that suct a con- 
dition will ever arise by Congress directing the 
Treasury Department to curry out a debt-re- 
ducing policy which is heartily indorsed by the 
peopie in every section of the country, but 
they are willing to make ample provision for 
any train of circumstances that might develop. 

The ideas outlined above bave not yet been 
reduced to exact phraseology by the Senators 
who indorse them, but this will be done de- 
fore the meeting of the committee Tuesday. 
The main features of the proposition are said 
to be looked upon with favor by Senator Alli- 
eon and other conservative Republicans, who 
want the surplus diminished in a healthy way. 
It is possible that Jones of Nevada, Teller. 
and ope or two others of the more extreme 
silyer men will think that there is 
too much discretionary power left with 
the Administranon, while Senator Sherman, 
representing an opposit View, may not see bis 
way clear to support a plan which insures a 
specific reduction of the surplus. But it is be- 
lieved that the majority of the Republicans can 
unite on the condition outlined above, and 
formulate a policy which will accurately rep- 
resent the sentiment of the party in a National 
and not a sectional sense.

TRUTH LIES IN A WELL, 


The Rev. 8. J. McPherson Thinks There Is 
Very Little Anywhere Else—Great Wrongs 
Committed by Thoughtless Gossipers. | 
The Rev. 8. J. McPherson preached yesterday 

at the Second Presbyterian Church on the 

timely topic, Tell the truth.“ His text was: 

“Thou salt not bear false witness against 

thy neighbor.” He said there were three 

principal elements involved in the command- 
ment, three sins prohibited. and three virtues 
enjoined. False witness was founded prima- 
rily, though not exclusively, on evidence de- 
fore a court, but this was by no means the 
whole scope of the term. False witness meant 
not only a lie, but anythmg base, worthiess, 
or unfounded. Falsehood was not only con- 
veyed by word, but by inuendo, a shrug of the 
shoulders, or by silence, and the only way to 
avoid the commission of & faiseh>»od was to 


seek a moral life and the law of truth. 
A lie was the weanest thing in the 
world as well as the deadliest. Man, 
God, and Nature all condemn a lie. No final 
advantage was ever gained by a lie, and al- 


though a man might decerve his neighbor and | 


escape detection the result was always disas- 
trous.to the liar. Lies were open and direct, 
but the text alluded to more obscure trans 
gressions. The first was misrepresentation, 
prompted perhaps by no disposition to tell a 


‘direct lie, but to represeot a case other than it 


is. It was a very difficult thing to make out a 
case of libel in the courts today, because the 
words complained of must be outspoken and 
coarse. But there might be libel when the 
nicety of language prevented the proof of in- 
tept. The most damaging lies, the foulest 
slander, and the grossest 'mpurities, owing to 
the improvements in our language, may now 
be uttered without a direct utterance of @ 
really offensive word. 

The first symptom of misrepr was 
exaggeration, and there was scarcely a man or 
woman who did not exag@erate to some ex- 
tent in their lives and conduct. Business-men 
may despise a lie, but their advertisements in 
the daily journals were scarceiy less than lies, 
Every minister and preacher, too, found him- 
self given to this evil. He knows that the 
pews are as well posted on the plain facts as 
himself, and, feeling that be must state things 
pretty clearly to have any effect upon the peo- 
ple, he is unconsciously led to the ‘expedient 
of exaggeration. The preacher frescoed too 
much, and by his lights and shades could make 
a flat wall resemble a spacious chamber. The 
same evil was obviousiy illustrated in the news- 
papers. Partisan papers found glaring faults 
in opposing men and parties, while to the otber 
side they. were mere peccadilioes. He at- 
tended a political meeting at the Cooper In- 
stitute during the Garfield campaign and re- 
mained trom first to last. The next day he 
read two morumg papers, and their accounts 
were so widely different that he thought there 
must have been three meetings, the one he had 
attended and the other two that were re- 
ported. It was a common saymg in London 
that when the times changed the Times 
changes. There was the same state of 
affairs in the ohurch, in society, in the pres- 
bytery, and in ali humanity, and thus perhaps 
it was that all were 80 personally prejudiced 
they could not perceive the exaggeration. 

The talebearer also was to be condemned. 
Scandal was a fatal wrong, though partly be- 
cause always dictated by a malignant spirit. 
But there was a species of talebearing without 
malignity which was just as wrong and just as 
dangerous, and this could not be excused as 
the small vice of the social or sewing cirvie—it 
was the vice of human nature. He had found 
it too often in himself to rebuke anybody for 
it. He had beard people say of others that 
they were scandal-mongers, and by that very 
charge they became such themselves. Gossip 
only which keeps step to the music of love, 
goodness, and beneficence was to be admired. 
People, however, were not to tell the truth 
oniy—not only not to bear false witness—but 
they were to avoid injuring others. All 
witnessing against our neighbors was 
condemned by the commandment un- 
less a duty demanded it. It might some- 
times be a great wrong to tell the truth, 
and silence was often the best of truth. 
There was a cowardice in telling lies, and there 
was a cowardice in willfully injuring another 
by telling the truth. To tell falsehoods and to 
utter detractions voluntarily were both bad., 
and the speaker was not sure but the latter 
was the worst: How wicked was it also not to 
let the memory of an old sin die, and to resur- 
rect the forgotten, carcass of some buried sin 
which ought to be allowed to rotin its grave. 

The text also alluded to the neighbor. It 
was enjoined upon all not to bear false wit- 
ness against their neighbor. Moedern crit- 
icism was scarcely more 
attempt at breaking’ down any one 
who desired to rise in the estimation of the 
public by his own efforts, and damning with 
faint praise wasasin almost equal to lying. 
Open flattery was also to be condemned, and 
was scarcely more to be decried than siander. 
In a word, the good of others should be the 
animus of ail conversation. It 
might also be truthfully admitted that the 
commandment actually condemned ali man- 
kind, for it was almost impossible for a human 
being to live up to the teachings of it. It was 
only therefore by following the teachings of 
Christ, who was the messenger of truth, love, 
goodness, and light, that mankind could avoid 
the evils against which the commandment was 
directed. :

Lowpon, July 6.—[Special Correspondence. |— 
It would seem from recent researches asif we 
were near to discovering the true origin of 
searlet-fever and perhaps of diphtheria. As 
I write I can see before me the spire of 
the church in Marylebone, In its neichbor- 
hood and from that nortbwestward there was 
afew months ago a great outbreak of scariet- 
fever. This was traced by Mr. Power, one of 
the inspectors of the Local Government Board, 
to the milk of a number of diseased cows. 
Wherever it had been supplied the disease had 
invariably shown itself. Mr. Power sent two of 
the cows to Dr. Klein to ascertain whether this 
were true. Experiments carried on with the 


| greavest care fully demonstrated the fact that 


the animals were charged with a poison which 
caused the diseases in question. What 
now remains to be seen is whether 
they may not be cured or alleviated by inocu- 
lation. It is almost proved that the natives of 
South Africa do really destroy the effect of the 
bite of the most deadly serpents by simply 
using the poison itself, or that of another 
snake, as is explained in his late book of 
travels by Farini. It is not impossible that the 
theory of curing all diseases by the disease it- 
self, A la Hahnemann, but in “heroic” or ex- 
tremely “appreciable” doses, may ere long be 
generally applied with success. We have had 
the theory for some time, and Pasteur is doing 
well with it in Paris with his hydrophobiacs; 
but we have notas yet discovered how the 
practical applications are ta be made in every 
case. 

It is announced that Dickens“ Old Curiosity 
Shop is about to be pulled down. The Observer 
says tha, this is the house, No. 14 Portsmouth 
street, Lincoln's Inn Field, at present occu- 
pied by one Poole, a dealer in waste paper. I 
doubt very much whether this be the place. 
I have always heard that a shop on ff corner. 
close by Leicester square, was the real article. 
Its occupant was an ancient Hebrew named 
Davis, who was as great a curiosity as any of 
bis wares, and quite in keeping with all the 
properties. The late Prof. A. H. Palmer—the 
Shah Abdullah who was killed by the Arabs— 
often narrated to me now the old man was 


wont to tell him with great pride how Dickens 
first visited him. Comin' in, he looks 
around, and says: ‘Well, this is an old 
curiosity shop!“ ‘Mr. Dickens, sir,’ says I, 
coming from you, sir, as hit does, I hesteem 
that remark more than hit an Hemperor ‘ad 
said hit... Davis departed a few years ago— 
he is advantageously replaced by a pretty 
young Hebrew, who, however, exacts as high 
prices as ever did the old gentleman. The shop 
is u perfect mine of curious old silverwares of 
the most varied kinds, of all ages and coun- 
tries, from the smallest rubbish up to massy 
medieval and Oriental vases. Apropos of 
this, I purobased two days ago in a very similar 
shop in Wardour street a strange curiosity. 


It was an old silver cross, but on it, instead of 


Christ, is a bead quite of the lower Roman 
Empire, or fifth century, of Venus, or per- 
haps a perverted Psyche—some strange 
relic of one of the long-forgotten, obscure 
beretical sects which endeavored to combine 
mystical views of old heathenism with Chris- 
tianity. 

With it I secured a great oddity—an old 
coin of Hadrian, only brass, and a counterfeit 
at that, but in an ancient real Celtic or early 
British silver settme. It bad formed part of 
some warriors buckie, and had deen 
rudely filed down and cut away. Then 
some modern country jeweler had 
soldered a silver plate in the 
back and made of ita lady’s brooch. 80, after 
seeing the silver tested with nitric acid I bought 
it for three and sixpence—about the value of 
the siiver—anod gave it away within an hour. 
To one who loveth olde thynges better than 
ne we. 

It would be well for the French foois who ban- 
ished the Orleans Princes if, instead of following 
the exampie of Cosmo de Medici, who sent all 
suspected revolutionists to plot in other ooun- 
tries, they had imitated the one recorded by 
Ludovico Guicciardini, who said that if ban- 
ished they would become ten times more exas- 
perated, while in Fiorence he could keep them 
under his eye and mahage them.

A Baron d' R, who bas a 
large estate near Bordeaux, told me yesterday 
tnat every man about his place has already 
been supplied with documents urging the 
claim of the Orleans dynasty, and that he him- 
self had been urgentiy requested to aid in the 
work. Truly, it was sot well advised to send 
the hen out to lay ner eggs abroad. One Irish- 
American does Jobn Bull more harm than a 
dozen of the domestic article.

‘This accountsfor the immunity of 
society from their operations, which are Iim- 
ited to intention and plotting, and seldom re- 
sult in action. When a crime takes place the 
criminals of those societies are readily dis- 
covered through the confessions of their as- 
sociates. An officer of the State’s-Attorney’s 
office said the other day that three-fourth®of 
all the Indicted conspirators were willing to 
turn informers. Only those who cold toll 
a fairly intelligent story and who were more 
dupes than intending assasins were acceptéd. 


Carey, the Dublin informer, not a good au- 


thority, to be sure, said that he was only 


ahead of his fellow conspirators in turning 


State’s evidence. He had many imitators— 
as many as the Crown prosecutors wanted. 
From plotting murder to helping the hang- 
man is not a far distance. 


4 THE REGULATION OF. PUBLIC MEETINGS. 


The Council, at its last meeting, passed an 
ordinance giving the police authorities the 
right to regulate processions and outdoor 
street meetings. The ordinance is supposed 
to be intended for application against the 
Anarchists and the terrorist societies of the 
city, whose meetings are -agencies for the 
advocacy of violence against employers and 
workingmen who disobey the orders of un- 
authorized bodies. It ought to be widened 
in its scope so as to apply to every meeting, 
whether held within doors or in the open air, 
whose purpose, as announced by advertise- 
ment or otherwise, is illegal or dan- 
gerous to the public peace. As it stands 
it probably applies to the meeting advertised 
in the Arbeiter-Zeitung for West Twelfth 
Street Turner-Hall tonight. The purpose of 
that meeting is clearly illegal. It is called 
for the purpose of taking into considera- 
tion the conduct of a pending trial. Such 
meetings are inglecorous and contrary to pub- 
lic policy. ,A strict interpretation of the law 
might hold them to be contempt of court. 
But the court in this ease could only act after 
the meeting had taken place and the mischief 
had been done. The. police authorities can 
act now. It the Mayor shall instruct In- 
spector Bonfield and Capt. Schaack to pre- 
vent the meeting or fo keep the speakers 
within bounds, they will do so. An effort in 
a public meeting to interfere with the course 
of justice by intimidation of the officers of a 
court is not free speech” within the mean- 
ing of the law; it is licentious and treasona- 
ble conduct. : 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

We are now half way through the sum- 
mer, but, with the exception of Wall street, 
business ciréles have not experienced the 
dullness which is usually regarded as in- 
separabie from the hot weather. The vol- 
ume of trading in stocks is nearly at the mmi- 
mum. The speculators in railroad securities 
have passed through the excitement attend- 
ant on the rate war in the West and antici- 
pated its termination, while they have almost 
equally discounted the effect ef drouth in 
diminishmg the carrying business of the 
roads. They are now resting for awhile, 
and leaving the market to the minor oper- 
ators who are interested in keeping it open 
for the sake of the commissions on orders 
which they hope to get from persons who, 
unlike themselves, are not obliged to stay at 
home. The position of stocks may be 
described as a steady one. There is enough 
of foreign buying to sustain prices at about 
the present level, though the character of 
that trading is not such as to give assurance 
of its being for investinent, as it has rather 
avoided the best class of properties. The 
course of the near future at home hinges on 


the news of weather in the corn belt, as that 


will largely determine the volume of the car- 
rying business during the ensuing crop year. 

In the produce markets trading is active, 
but the recent course of prices has been 
downward, the weakness being due to a 
breaking of thé long drouth, though the rain- 
fall thus far is not sufficient to repair previ- 
ous damage. Wheat has lost nearly all the 
advantage it gained on the poorer crop pros- 
pects in the Northwest, as the winter wheat 
sections have poured in supplies with unex- 
pected liberality and the foreigners are dis- 
posed to hold back in their purchases in the 
hope of a further decline due to the large

‘The coal trade is dull in spite of an attempt 
to stimulate it by imposing an advance of 15 
to 20 cents per ton at the mines.

Money continues plentiful both here and 
at the East, but rates are slightly hardening, 
and the market will be a strong one before 
the autumn season has set in.

‘city last week to pay for wheat received at 


Toledo and other points, the result being a 
depression of New York exchange to less 
than par for the first time in several months. 
The introduction of the Morrison resolution 
in Congress has produced little effect either 
way beyond a better demand for United 
States 4s and 41¢s, under which they sold a 
trifle higher. The circulation of the New 
York banks shows an unexpected increase 
last week, but that in the country at large ap- 
pears to * still it decreasing.

defended in London Simon Bernard, the 
French accomplice of Felice Orsini, when 
the latter attempted to assasinate Napoleon 
III. and the Empress Eugénie in the Rue 
Lepelletier in Paris Jan. 14, 1868—a memor- 
able day in the history of Anarchism—as the 
proceedings in the present trial In Chicago 
indicates. Edwin James’ success in pre- 
venting the conviction of Bernard in London 
of conspiracy in France turned his head. He 
became a rampant advocate of revolution and 
anarchy, and after a brief time transferred his 
services from London and the British House 
of Commons (where he obtained an entrance) 
to America.

A FOOLHARDY AT. 

By some strange dispensation of Divine 
Providence the bootblack Brodie who 
jumped into the East River from the Brook- 
lyn bridge Friday escaped with his life.

Brodie seems to have had the double 
claim upon Divine protection when he 
jumped from the bridge. He was both drunk 
andaiool. The fellow’s escape is almost 
deplorable, since the success of the attempt 
wilf now lead other harmless, and perhaps 
to a certain extent. useful, cranks to follow 
the example of this one as he followed that 
of the Washington athlete Odlum who lost his 
life there a year ago. There ought to be some 
way for the law to reach this class of criminals 
and their accomplices. This man took one 
chance in a hundred for his life for the sake 
of making a cheap sensation and winning a 
wager of $100, and yet he has a wife and 
three children presumably dependent, or par- 
tially dependent, upon him for support. It 
is a question if he can be punished, for, al- 
though shut up in the Tombs on a charge of 
attempted suicide, the probability is that the 
law will fail to cover his case. The sections 
of the penal code of New York upon which 
the charge against him was based provide 
for the punishment of ‘‘a person who with 
“intent to take his own life,” ete., and 
every person guilty of attempting suicide.” 
It is not clear how the intent can be technic- 
ally proved in this case. The act itself, how- 
ever, is sufficient proof of a mental weak- 
ness that ought to secure his sentence to some

CLEVELAND DESIROUS OF AGAIN HU- 
MILIATING CONGRESS.

He is said to be chafing 
under this inactivity, avd in the absence of any 
veto material to have reviewed pendimg legis 
lation to see to what measures he can inter- 
pose objections in ease they reach bim. ‘Those 
who know the mind of the President believe 
that he will veto six of the most prominent 
measurés now pending in Congress if

the Vleomargarine bill, and the Morrison 


resolution to reduce the surplus. The fate of. 


these measures depends upon the amendments 
that may be made in the Senate. Nearly all 
of them nave been repeatedly discussed in 
Cabinet meeting, and the President nas freely 
expressed his views upon what he considers 
improper items in them. The flunnetal pro- 
visions in the appropriation biils as woll as the 
Morrison resolution are directly antagonistic 
to the policy be has repeatedly urged upon 
Congress, while the River and Harbor bill is 
considered too extravagant. He may conclade 
to sign the latter and send in an explanatory 
message saying that he considers the ex- 
penditure of the money appropriated for 
certain useless works as discretionary 
with the Secretary of War, and 


giving notice that it will not 
be used, but it is more probable that he will 


veto it. In bis veto messages on pension bills 
he has declared himself opposed to paying 
pensions except for disabilities incurred in the 
line of duty, and the Mexican Pension bill 
comes under that prohibition. The Oleomar- 
garine bill will be objected to as disersminatwg 
in favor of one industry at the expense of an- 
other, and is considered certain of receiving a 
veto. It is considered very doubtful, however, 
that he will nullify the measure.

A Protest from Tobacco Manufacturers. 

The bill which passed the House last week 
providing that finecut chewing and smoking 
tobacco shall be put up for sale in packages 
not exceeding ten pounds each, thus pil 
both op the same footing, has been report 
favorably by the Finance Committee of the 
Senate. There was no opposition to it In the 
House, but it appears to be objectionable to a 
good many Northern tobacco manufacturers. 
When the bill was under consideration in 
the House Mr. Butterworth asked the 
Southern members who were urging — 
it if loss would not be caused many 
manufacturers by its passage. He 
was assured that no one would be inconven- 
ienced, while many of the Virginia and North 
Carolina tobacco men would be benefited. 
The further statement was made that the bili 
had been submitted to manufacturers in all 
parts of the country and none of them bad 
tound any objectionsto it. On this showmg 
there were no negative votes. Since it bas 
been learned that there is opposition the 
measure will probabiy not be acted on by the 
Senate this session. Mr. Maybury of Michigan, 
who is a member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, has received a telegraphic protest 
against the bill from a number of tobacco 
firms of Detroit, Mich. The protestants say:

to 1,400,000 tons, with the understanding 
that this means the milis will find a market 
for about all they-can make.

THE MAYOR AS A WITNESS. 
Mayor Hafrison, it is said, will be placed 


on the witnese-stand by the counsel for the 
defense in the Anarchists’ trial to help them 
establish the theory that the advocacy of the 
use of dynamite for the purpose of re- 
organizing society was a form of free“ 
speech permitted by law. The contention 
of the Anarchist attorneys seems to be this: 
The Mayor as head of the municipality was 
fully advised by his detectives, the ordinary 
police officers, and the public press, if not 
through other agencies, that Parsons, Spies, 
Fielden, and the other defendants advocated 
the destruction of life and property in this 
city by the use of dynamite bombs. Their 
speeches pomted to particular occasions on 
which it was to be used if the cireumstances 
should turn out as the Anarchists hoped 
they would. Three such occasions were re- 
peatediy referred to by the explosive orators. 
One was the West Side car conductors’ and 
drivers’ strike, another was the opening of 
the Board of Trade Building, and the third 
was that on which the dynamite was 
actually used. There were acts of violence 
on the two former occasions, but through

One of the most remarkable ot these famous 
men of the Senate is George F. Edmunds. Uf 
all his colleagues second in clear-cut ability 
only to Mr. Fessenden; and, had he enjoyed the 
wide training and lomg experience of that 
great man perhaps he would have ranked in 
every way bis equal. 

He is tall, long-limbed, with the stooping 
shoulders of the student and the bowed bead 
of the thoughtful man. Prematurely bald, 
and with a heavy gray beard, he looks as if 
be were one of the elder men of the Senate; 
but in reality, in years, as well asin genuine 
vim, he is one of the young men of the body. 

Mr. Edmunds bad reached quite the years of 
manhood, with slight opportunity for educa- 


| tion, and then began and pursued bis studies 


under the direction ofa private tutor, and un- 
der circumstances and with a success which de- 


studies he went to the lawyer's office, and ina 
few years, by the stern effort of manly pur- 
pose and strong intellect, commanded honora- 
dle piace among the toremost men of bis chosen 
profession. 

No Senator is more attentive in the disch arge 
of the duties of nis office. His predecessor, 


Jacob Collamer, is credited with the remark 
that Senator Edmunds could see a barn door 
further than any other man in Vermont co uid 
see the barn; and a gentleman who had served 
some years in the Senate with Mr. Edmunds 
added that be believed that on a clear day the 
sharp-visioned Senator trom Vermont could 
discern a common house-fiy, if one should hap- 
pen to aligbton the door. In the thorough- 
ness of the investigations of the committee- 
room, in the clear presentation of his subject 
to the Senate, in the keenness of the cross-ex- 
amination of bis opponent, in the quickness of 
rejoinder, and in the overwhelmmg weight 
of clean logical answer, Mr. Edmunds 1s peer- 
less. In every point of Senatorial duty ana 
oharacter he is masterly equipped. He has no 
bours for genteel pleasure or loitering ease. 
All are given to préparation for his great du- 
ties, and hence bis remarkable preparation for 
the consideration of every question as it pre- 
sents itself. 

Mr. Edmunds is both politician and states- 
man. A party man, yet always observant of 
the proprieties and dignity of the place, he ut- 
ters no word that in cooler bours may demand 
wittdrawal. Never a word of his finds correo- 
tion before appearing in the Record. Always a 
clear, forcible speaker, often trenchant and 
pointed, sometimes rising into fervid elo- 
quence, but never a decluaimer, be makes no 
appeal to pession or prejudice and invites no 
chance winds by trimmingsail. With the past 
legisiation of the country, with the powers and 
limits of the Constitution, the relative rights 
and duties of the States and Nation, and the de- 
mands of the time, Mr. Edmunds is a familiar 
student, and led as he is by a broad and pro- 
gressive spirit be may well be awarded an hon- 
ored place among the ablest statesmen of his 
period. 

Edmunds suggests Thurman—the two 80 
often crossed swords as the leaders of their 
respective parties. Allen G. Thurman is 
neither tall, nor slender, but a sturdy squere- 
built man. His strong figure, with his clear 
complexion and grizzly hair and beard, would 
mark him in the crowd as a first-class Englisb- 
man—or Scotchman rather. 

Judge Thurman is a good deal more of a 
statesman than a politician, and in style and 
spirit seems much like one of thar ven- 
erated school of statesmen whom we 
love to call the fathers of the Repub- 
lic.” Hunt the Senate through, from 
ite first assembling in 1789 down to this year of 
grace 1886; search the men from all seetions 
and of all parties, and for cordiality of spirit, 
for integrity of purpose, for sincere devotion 
to the common interests of ail the country; for 
strong, comprebensive, practical sense, you 
will be troubled to find the man in all this cent- 
ury of Senatorial history who by right can 
claim precedence of Allen G. Thurman. He is 
a partisan, indeed, as are ‘all our public men; 
but be 1s a Democrat iu afar higher sense than 
know to party—be is a Democrat of the origi- 
nai significance. He believes in the people. 
Like Abraham Lincoln, the largest American 
since Washington, be loves the company of 
tne people and keeps close by them. And 
while be has never been a favorit with the pol- 
iticians the people have great faith in him. 

Judge Thurman entered the Senate at a time 
when his party was a small minority of the 
boay; but be took up the battle good-natured- 
ly but fearlesiy, making a square fight on every 
issue as it arose. I never knew Mr. Thurman 
to evince any irascibility under interruption 
save on one single occasion, and then it was at 
a night session, when all 
ner vous and irritabie from the exhaustion of 
the long sitting and hot debate. Indeed, the 
session had been quite continuous for three 
days and nights. Mr. Blaine in debate 
was always aggressive, and from his long 
pupilage in the House, where one bas to fight 
for a fair chance, his persistency, it must be 
confessed, sometimes put a strain upon the 
“courtesy olf the Senate. So it was on this 
occasion. Mr. Blaine was not content with 
pushing his sharp interrogatories at Mr. Thur- 
man once or twice, but kept repeating them, 
in his earnest tone that would be beard, and 
every time, in their shrewd remodeling, per- 
haps a little more perplexing to his opponent, 
until Mr. Thurman’s patience was entirely ex- 
hausted, and rolling between his bands the 
familiar red bandana until it was but a ball. 
and throwing it wrathfully upon his desk, at 
the same time stamping his foot, as if com- 
manding a refractory school-boy, be cried out 
at the top of his voice: “Sit down, sir! I 
will not be interrupted in thie manner. Why, 
you are more active than a ‘ jumping-jack.’ ”’ 

Then the red bandana was picked up froin 
his desk and slowly unfurled—not in this in- 


and as it went to the face of its many owner 
we bad one of those ringing blasts which broke 
the solemn dignity of the Senate. A hearty 
smile spread over that rugged tace. A few 
kind words were tendered to the Senator from 
Maine, as if sorry for the moment's fret, and 
then his questions were fully considered. 

One visiting the Senate but a few times 
would hardly have marked Mr. Thurman as 
ove of the leaders of the body, so little of self- 
assertion, or dogmatism, was there in either 
his spirit or manner. He intimated no special! 
influence, and his ability was not upon the sur- 
face but rather a reserved strength, waiting 
tor adequate occasion. But it the visitor had 
watched the proceedings of the Senate for 
days, then the conviction would have been in- 
evitable that no man’s words commanded 
more respectful attention. 

Allen G. Thurman is a virtuous and enlight- 
ened statesman, abounding with that genial 
courtesy which bas its seatin the beart. A 
man of real genius, and of a brave, and lofty, 
and commanding spirit, with delightful sim- 
piicity of character; the ablest man of his 
party in the country; a giant in the Senate; a 
man who would fill the English mission with 
that unquestioned American sentiment, that 
sturdy honesty and rusred ability which would 
be grandiy refreshing to every American wor- 
thy of the name; a man who would bring ripe 


of the Supreme Court—and yet, to the amaze- 
mentof the country, this grand man is suf- 
fered to remain in private iife, whether his 
party is in power or in defeat. 

Lyman Trumbull was another great lawyer, 
and a good deal of a statesman—a debater 
rather than a orator; a sharp man, distin- 
guished by great acuteness of discrimination 
and accuracy of statement and of judgment, 
and with a lawyer's sincere respect for law 
and precedent and carefui abiding by the Con- 
stitution. Though giving earnest and strong 
support to Mr. Lincoln's Administradon through 
the War, Judge Trumbull was not especially a 
politician and in no manner a partisan. He 
was the first man in the Senate to make de- 
cided and active efforts for civil-service re- 
forin, very ably and earnestly seconding the 
work in that direction inaugurated in the 
other House by Mr. Jenckes of Rhode Island. 
the father of this movement, though it will 
be remembered that Col. Benton, in his later 
years, attempted something ot Kindred pur- 
pose: The burden of Col. Benton's warning 
was “the dangerous growth and power of Ex- 
ecutive patronage.” 

There was a time when Mr. Trumbull was 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on the Ju- 
diciary that Senjamin F. Butler was Ubairman 
of the Judiciary Committeo of the House. It 
was during this period tnat a delegation from

Mrs. Cleveland First Dainty Birthday Din- 
ner at the White House. 

Wasartneron, D. C., July 23.— New York 
Worid.I— Wednesday, the day of the Presi- 
dent’s departure for Albany, Mrs. Cleveland 
became 22 years of age, but it was imposible to 
celebrate the day as they would have lixed in 
the rush attendant on his gomg. He left her 
at 4 in the afternoon with the affectionate good- 
by of a seven-weeks’ busband, and the prom- 
ise to bring her a birthday present. She 
passed the evening very quietly, and, except 
the watchman, was the only occupant that 
night of the vast and echoing chamber floor of 
the old mansion. The next morning she seut 
an invitation to Mrs. Vilas, the young and 
pretty wife of the Postmaster-General, and to 
Miss Mollie, ner 12-year-old daughter, to pass 
the day with her, carrying out an arrangement 
made the Monday previous to celebrate that 
day for ber birthday. An hour or two were 
pleasantly spent in Mrs. Cleveland’s boudoir, a 
cozy little room adjoining the President's 
chamber, and occupying the northwest corner 
of the house. It bas a front window looking 
out upon the north lawn and its fountain, and 
two side windows looking towards the conserv- 
atories and the State Department. 

Mrs. Cleveland has fitted it up with odds and 
ends of quaint and pretty furniture from the 
attic and elsewhere, but no piano, because 
there is no room for it, and because sde is not 
musical. Here are ber writing-desk, a sofa, 
with a wash-stand modestly hiding behind its 
beud, two or three inviting chairs, a table or 
two, and many of the beautiful things mat 
were given her at ber marriage. It looks for 
all the worla like the improvised parior of a 
seminary girl; and Mrs. Cleveland reads, 


writes, and works here when ber liege 
lord is busy and she is not occupied 
with the callers, whom she seldom 


refuses to see. No previous lady of the White 
House has been so accessibie to the wife of the 
average citizen, and it is making her very pop- 
ular. The boudoir still further resembles a 
boarding-school girl’s parlor in baving a well 
worn carpet, and there are traces on the wood- 
work of the unfalthfulness of the last painter 
in his neglecting—after the manner of bis kind 
—to move the bureau and paint bebind it. This, 
with several other rooms, is to be refitted this 
summer. 

A drive to the Soldiers’ Homein the Presi- 
dent's low victoria» behind the seal browns 
rounded out the afternoon to the ladies. Mrs. 
Cleveland appeared on the drive wearing a 
‘white albatross cloth dress with deep-pointed 
yoke of black velvet and cuffs of the same, 
also a little white straw bonnet, trimmed with 
velvet and white feathers. Mrs. Vilas wore a 
maize-colored surah, covered with biack lace, 
and Miss Mollie white cashmere, with broad 
bat trimmed in white. 

Gen. Vilas, who bad also enjoyed a drive 
after office bours, arrived in time for the 7 
o'clock dinner, and the party of four sat down 
in the family dining-room to a pink din- 
ner, at which a gorgeous birthday cake with 
twenty-two candies around it bad tne place of 
bonor. It was covered with white frosting and 
had the letters F. F. C.“ in pink upon the 
top. When cut it disclosed an inside as pink 
as a watermelon. The housekeeper herself 
prepared this chef d'ceuvre, while the Mary- 
land mammy in the kitchen concocted the 
hot meal, and Sinclair, the President's vaiet, 
tg the round table, which had in pink- 
ribbon letters Mrs. Cleveland’s name on one 
side and on the other the words ‘* Twenty- 
two.” A light vine of smilax was combined 
with these, and pansies,§j his young mistress’ 
special flower, were ioosely laid amid its 
green. A large basket of pink roses of 
delicious fragrance stood on a small round 
mirror opposit the birthday cake, and corsage 
bouquets of the same were at the ladies’ 
plates. 

The menu was light and dainty, comprising 
soup with carrot slices floating on its surface, 
trying to look as pink as possible, broiled 
biue-fish with fried potatoes, sweet-breads, a 
fillet of beef, croquets and peas, followed by 
crackers and cheese and ice-cream served with 
the birthday cake. Afterwards the little party

Lorenzo Dow’s Durable Shingles. 

Norwich (Conn.) Letter: They did thmes 
well fifty or 100 yearsago. The oldest shingles 
on a house in this State cover the roof of the 
old Dow homestead, in which the eccentric 
preacher, Lorenzo Dow, lived at Oxoboxo Lake, 
eight miles west of this city, in the Town of 
Montville. Lorenzo put the shingles on him- 
self. He drew them in his ox cart from the 
Connecticut River. They were rived, and 
planed, and jointed by band, and the marks of 
the clamps in which they were held while they 
were being prepared are plainly visible on 
them yet.

SIR CHARLES AND LADY DILKE. 


Sketch of the Man Mrs. Crawford Ruined 
and the Woman Who Married Him. 
The Dilke-Crawford scandal case was one of 
the most widely reported and on account of - 
the prominence of the principal created 
a greater sensation than auy case of the 
kind in recent years.

The injured busband sued for $100,000 
and adivorce. The woman in question was 
worth $500,000 in her own name. Sir Charles 
Dilke was born at Chelsea in 1843. He received 
his academical training at Trinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge, graduating in 1866. During this year 
he traveled through Canada and the United 
States, crossing the plains and the Rocky 
Mountains to the Pacific coast. He sailed from 
San Francisco for Panama, then visited New 
Zealand, Tasmania, and Australia. He next 
went to Ceylon, Madras, Calcutta, 
crossed India, returnmg to. England 
by the Indus, Kurrachee, Bombay, and 
Egypt, thus making a tour of the globe. He 
wrote of his experiences in Greater Britain.“ 
which reached an enormous circulation. In 
1868 he was elected to Parliament, where he 
busied himself about foreign and colonial 
affairs. He succeeded his father as publisher 
of the Atheneum, and is now proprietor of 
Notes and Queries and owns a large sbare of 
Gardener’s Chronicle. In 1871 he advocated a 
republican form of government for England. 
In 1874 he published a satire called The Fall 
of Prince Florestan of Monaco, which cre- 
ated a sensation. In 1875: he made anether 
tour of the globe. On the formation of Mr. 
Gladstone’s Administration in May, 1880, Sir 
Charies was appointed Under Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, and he held that office until 
December, 1882, when be was made President 
of the Local Government Board (with a seat 
in the Cabinet) in succession to Mr. 

who had been transferred to the Chancellor 
ship of the Duchy of Lancaster. 

The equanimity of London's social world has 
again been cruelly agitated by the develop- 
ments of the Crawford-Diike scandal, which bas 
occupied the courts during the last week. The 
evidence was of most debasing character. 
The speech of Mr. Matthews, counsel for Mr. 
Crawford, in summing up, created considera- 
ble sensation in atrial which has been pro- 
lific of sensations, and the scathing oratori- 
cal castigations of Sir Charles, and the intense 
effect it worked upon its victim, presented a 
dramatic scene rarely witnessed in a court of 
justice.

CARE OF ANIMALS IN SUMMER. 


A Few Suggestions from the American Hu- 
mane Association. 

The American Humene Association presents 
the following suggestions relative to the care 
of animals during the heated term: 

Provide water—fresh, pure water. Think, 
reader, how you are refreshed by a drink of 
cool water on a hot day. The lower animals 
are equally in need of the means of quenching 
thirst. 

The active dog requires drink frequently dur- 
ing the bot day. as does also the ont; and a 
dish of fresh water should stand where they 
can have access to it. Undoubtedly many a 
dog is driven to madness through lack of wa- 
ter; and the testimony is that bydrophobia is 


almost unknown in those localities where dogs | 


can drink when they wisb. 

Every city, village, and country town sbould 
be liberally supplied with drin fountains 
for animals, and they should be so constructed 
that even the smallest dogs can drink from 
them. No gifttoa people confers a greater 
pleasure tban a fountain, and that person who 
turns aside a stream from the field and gives a 
watering trough to the roadside, or provides a 
fountain at which man and beast dan drink 
pure water, is truly a publ o benefactor. 

Give the horse frequent. opportunity to 
guench thirst at times when not too much 
overheated, and before eating. To drink free- 
ly immediately after cating prevents a favora- 
dle digesuon of food. 

Provide sbade. How instinctively we seek 
the shadow when the sun is pouring its hot 
rays on the dry and parehm earth. If the 
pasture is not provided with shade trees, in a 
convenient loca.iiy set four, six, or 6igbt sup- 
ports, across which place straw or grass, and 
thus, in a brief time and with little labor make 
a shade in which animials can rest from the 
heat ot the sun, to the great comfort of them- 
selves and benefit to their owners. 

Remove the harness from the borses in the 
hot day whenever you desire to give them a 
tuil, free rest, and once Guring the day, pre- 
ferably at night, a thorough currying and 
grooming will not only give rest, Dut will do 
about as much towards improving the animal’s 
condition as will the cats. 
 Bxamine the barness on your working team, 
and you will discover that blinds, check-reins, 
and cruppers are simply torturing contriv- 
ances, serving no useful purpose. Take them 
all off for tue convenience of yovrselves and 
the comfort of the borses. Keep the stabie 
well ventilated and free from the strong am- 
monia, which is injurious to the eyes. Assist 
the animals to protect themselves against flies, 
feed regularly, bitoh in the shade, and remem- 
ber that the care which wii] give comfort to 
the lower animals will make them doubly profit- 
able to their owners, aside from the humane 
bearing upon the subject. )

Senate on Small Silver Certiſleates— The 
Surplus Resolution — Lord Hartington 
Declines to Join Salisbury’s Government. 

In the trial of the Chicago Anarchists the 
evidence of a Pinkerton detective named Johu- 
son was the sensation Saturday. Johnson, in 
the regular course of business, joined the An- 


_archists and participated in the drills of the 


armed section. Nearly two years ago the offi- 
cers of the First National Bank employed the 
Pinkerton people to furnish details of the se- 
cret meetings of the Anarchists. Jobnsop was 
detailed for the work. He attended their 
meetings and was duly enroiled as a member 
of the order. He helped to organize the armed 
section of the American group—or what was 
virtually the English-speaking company of the 
Lehr und Wehr Verein. About Jauuary last 
Johnson was suspected by his fellow-plotters, 
and decided that it would not be healthy for 
bim to attend any more meetings. All 
the incendiary utterances at meetings and 
drills, . public and private, were duly re- 
ported by him in writing to his employers, 
Johnson says that he has recently met Pinker- 
ton detectives who were among his fellow- 
members in the secret order. He thought 
they were Anarchists like the rest, and 
watched them accordingly; but now he knows 
they were only spies like himself. 

The New York Morning Journal professes to 
have interviewed a man named Ignatz Swo- 
botka at a house on East One Hundred and 
Fifth street. It is stated that Swobotka claims 
to be the man who threw the bomb at the bay- 
market meeting in Chicago May 4. He is now 
represented as having sailed for Europe Sat- 
urday, but the name of the steamer is not 
given. He said he had been bedridden ever 
since the Chicago affair, with one bullet 
through bis bip and another in his right knee. 

George RE. Adams was renominated for Con- 
gress by the Kepublicans of the Fourth Illinois 
Distriot Saturday. 

Our receipts last week exceeded the ship- 
ments by 213,000 bushels in wheat and were 
less by 202,930 bushele in corn: The summer 
packing of this city to date includes 1,644,000 
hogs, awainst 1,650,000 to the same time last 
year and 1,146,000 to do in 1884. 

Sixteen hundred delegates from New Engiand 
to the Grand Army encampment at San Fran- 
cisco passed through Chicago Saturday. 

East-bound freight business from Chicago 
continues as dull as ever. Shipments are so 
light that one or two of the roads running 
east from here could easily bandle all "the 
traffic done by the various roads combined. 
It is understood that the total shipments by 
the seven pool lines last week do not exceed 
20,000 tons, which is about the same amount 
as carried for the week previous. For the 
month of June, 1886, the reported shipments 
of dead freight by the seven pool lines from 
Chicago amounted to only 122,197 tons, against 
237,469 tons for the corresponding month in 
1885, and 282,000 tons in 1884. For the six 
months ending June 30, 1886, the total ship- 
ments of dead freight by the pool lines from 
Chicago amoun to 949,498 tons, against 
1,830,972 tons for the corresponding period last 
year. The live-stock and dressed-beef ship- 
ments make a better showing. There was 
Shipped for the month of Juve, 1886, 78,169 
tons, against 64,906 tons for the corresponding 
month last year. 

The total deaths in Chicago the last week 
were 283—a decrease of 11 from the week 
previous. For the corresponding week in 1884 
the deaths were 382 and in 1885 396.

The Senate Saturday passed tae Sundry Civil 
Appropriation bil, including the followug par- 
agraph: And the Secretary of the Treasury 
is bereby authorized and required to issue 
silver certificates in denominations of $1, $2, 
and $5; and the silver certificates herein au- 
thorized shall be receivable, redeemable, and 
payabie in like manner and for like purposes 
as is provided for silver certificates by the act 
of Feb. 28, 1878, entitled An act to authorize 
the coinage of the standard silver dollar and 
to restore its legal-tender character’; pro- 
vided, that said denominations of $1, $2, and 
$5 may be issued in lieu of silver certificates of 
larger denominations in the Treasury, and to 
that extent said certificates of larger denomi- 
nations shall be canceled and destroyed.“ 

The House Saturday passed the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill. 

A select committee of thirteen Republican 
Senators held a caucus Saturday to further 
consider the surplus resolution. No deter- 
mination as to the form in which the resolution 
shall be reported, if reported at all, was 
reached. The sub-committee appointed at the 
meeting at Mr. Sherman’s house is said to have 
reported a substitute for the resolution, fixmg 
the maximum surplus to be retained at 
$135,000,000 and the minimum at $110,000,000, 
but leaving the amount witbin those limits to 
the discretion of the Secretary of the Treas 
ury. It is probable that some definit action 
will be reached next Tuesday. 


Mr. Coke offered a resolution in the Senate 


Saturday discharging the Committee on F- 
nance from the further consideration of the 
House joint resolution for the payment of the 
surplusin the Treasury on the public debt. 
He gave notice that be would call it up Mon- 
day and ask a vote upon it. 

Secretary Lamar made an important decis- 
ion Saturday applying to desert land claims. 
The original rule of the department was to 
the effect that a desert land claim, while in 
process of being acquired, was not assignabie 
to any one else. Some years ago, however, the 
department decided that such claims were as- 
signable. In 1880 this was reversed, and a 
great deal of hardship ensued among persons 
who had received these claims, often . paying 
heavily for them. It is now decided by the 
Secretary that all transfers that were made 
prior to the order of 1880 shall be properly 
legalized and recorded. 

Fitz John Porter’s friends do not propose to 
take any chances on his complete rebabilita- 
tion by virtue of a ocratic President. The 
majority of the Military Committee, made up 
entirely of Democratic members, except Sewell 
and Cameron, intends to press for early action 
on its favorable. report. Senator Logan will 
not be present to antagonize Porter in the 
final scene of his jong contest, but Senators 
Harrison and Hawley wil! oppose his confirma- 
non.
